Surface of carapace, of scutum and of the free abdominal 
tergites uniformly and sparingly granular; tuber oculorutn as long 
as broad and as high. in front, at the base and behind with fuie and 
minute teeth, above 011 either side of the longitudinal furrow smooth 
and not armed, but at the upper front on either side with an 
obliquely projecting spine tht end of which is sharply bitid; scutum 
with two slender, smooth and pointed médian spincs (onc each in 
area 1 and 2). Free abdominal stérilités and surface of the four 
coxæ dtill, smooth; tuber de 5 of the marginal rows of the coxæ 
transverscly truncated. Supra-cheliceral lamelhe with numerous 
teeth; first joint of the cheliceræ dorsally sparsely, but distSnctly 
granular. Pcdipalps slender and thin, cntircly un-armed; pâte lia 
without apophysis and as long as the tibia; the latter six tintes as 
long ns thick; tarsus ventrally with traces of a longitudinal row of 
granules; (in onc of the spécimens the tibia of the left pedipalp is 
absent altogether, so that it abnonnally lias one joint less titan Üie 
normally formed right pedipalp). Legs very long and slender; 
T—IV trochanter toothed on either side; 1 —IV fémur toothed: 
immber of noduli on I—IV' fentitr o, 1.0. 0. 

Body. cheliceræ and pedipalps uniformly pale rust-yellow, oilly 
the tuber oculorum dark brown. Legs darker rust-yellow, and 
I—IV tibia each with a broad, white termina! ring.

Tuber oculorum in front higher than behind, slightly 
slanting backwards, around the base granular like the surface of 
the carapace; in front above with a few (2—4) minute granules, but 
entirely smooth on either side of the médian longitudinal furrow.
